“Under the son tract sys­ 
tem the labor in our prisons was a pure­ 
ly servde.labor; the only motive impell­ 
ing to it was fear, and labor is always 
servile that ii not inspired by love or 
hope, or both." There is net a word cf

than likely that the editor of the C hnt- 
tian Union never visited a prison in all 
his life where the men were working un­ 
der contract; and if be did, it would be 
difficult for bim or any other sickly, sen­ 
tim ental, professional prison reformer, 
to distinguish the difference between 
the men engaged under contract and 
those worked u n itr „the state account 
By stem. Men are no more under e civil­ 
ity and fear while working under con­ 
tract, than they are while laboring under 
any other system. They are not harshly 
treated. They do not work over hours. 
Their labor is not degrading nor op­ 
pressive in its character. The contract­ 
ors do not have charge of the men. They 
do not in no sense “ boe**’ them. The 
men are j ast as kindly treated, unless 
there is rebellion in the shops, as the 
men engaged in any factory in Mil Wau­ 
kee or Janesville. 
The plan Mr. lagers ill pre poses and 
With which the Chn t:an Ut,ion so heart­ 
ily concurs, cannot be sustained by pub­ 
lic senti mast or the spirit of righteous­ 
ness. I t would oofct the state of Wis- 
oansin one hundred thousand dollars a 
year to manage its \ rison on that plan, 
and with the ay stem the commitments 
would rapidly increase. There would 
be no punishment in a prison which gave 
iii prisoners the same advantages as free 
laborers have.

New York, Feb. 5.—The exercises In 
commemoration of tho 100th anniver­ 
sary of the establishment of the Su­ 
preme court of the United States were 
held at the Metropolitan opera house. 
Ex-President Cleveland presided. 
The members of the Supreme court in 
their official robes had seats of honor on 
the stage. The judges of the Federal 
district courts. State Court of Appeals, 
and the Supreme, Superior, Common 
Pleas and other courts, and prominent 
representatives of tho bench and bar 
from all parts of the country were 
present. The program Included an in­ 
troductory address by Grover Cleveland; 
a welcoming address by Chairman Ar- 
noux of the New York State Bat Associ­ 
ation; addresses on “The Origin of the 
United States Supremo Court,” by Wil­ 
liam Allen Butler; “The Supreme Court 
and Constitution,” by Henry Hitchcock 
of Missouri; “The Personal Characters 
of tho Chief Justices,” by Thomas J. 
Semmes of Louisiana; “The Supreme 
Court aud Sovereignty of tho People,” 
by Edw&rg J. ^belpf of Vermont; and a 
response by tho court through Justice 
Field. 
Ex-President Cleveland, who presided, 
said: 
“We havo assembled to commem­ 
orate an event connected with our be­ 
ginning as a people which more than 
any other event gate safety and promise 
of perpetuity to the American plan of 
f 
government and which was happily fi­ 
ltra te d bv the wisdom and foresight of 
those who designed the National struct­ 
ure. The elements of free government 
were supplied by the concessions of 
sovereign States, by the surrender of 
accustomed rights, and by uje Inspira­ 
tion of pure, disinterested patriotism: 
bpt wjth all thai*, IJ that feature in the 
federal system which secured our j

Mr. Semmes had concluded and Gounod’s 
“ La Colombo” had been rendered by the 
orchestra, Hon. Edward J. Phelps, lato 
minister to England, delivered an able 
address on “Tho Supremo Court and tho 
Sovereignty of tho People.” 
Chief Justice Fuller then Introduced 
Justice Field, who responded in behalf 
of the Supreme court. 
Justice Field said: 
“In every agoahd 
with every peoplo there havo been cele­ 
brations for tho triumphs in war—for 
battles won on land and sea—and for 
triumphs of peace, such as tho opening 
of new avenues of commerce, tho dis­ 
covery of new fields of Industry and 
prosperity, tho construction of stately 
temples and monuments, or grand edi­ 
fices for the arts and sciences and for 
the still nobler institutions of charity. 
"B ut never until now has there been 
in any country a celebration like this, 
to commemorate tho establishment of a 
judicial tribunal as a co-ordinate and 
permanent branch of its government. 
This celebration had its inspiration in a 
profound reverence for tho constitution 
of the United States as the sure and 
only means of preserving the Union with 
Its inestimable blessings, and the con­ 
viction that this tribunal has materially 
contributed to its just appreciation and 
to a ready obedience to its authority.” 
Tho justioe reviewed the history of 
the constitution and the Supreme court, 
and, coming down to the present needs 
of that body, said: 
“ And now, with its history in the cen­ 
tury j>ast, what is needed is that the 
Supremo court of tho United States 
should sustain its character and be use­ 
ful in tho century to corno? I answer, 
ag a matter of tho first consideration, 
that It should not be overborne with 
work, and by that I mean it should have 
sojpo relief from tho immense burden 
now cast upon IL This can only bo 
done by legislative action, and in determ­ 
ining what measures shall be adopted 
for that purpose Congress will undoubt­ 
edly receive with favor suggestions from 
the bar associations of tho country. 
“Tho cases which have come before 
tho court, springing from causes which 
did not exist during the first quarter of 
the century, exceed in tho magnitude of 
tho property interests involved and in 
the importance of the public questions 
presented, all cases brought within tho 
samo period before any court of Christen­ 
dom. 
Something must be dono to pre­ 
vent delays. To delay justice is as per­ 
nicious as to deny it. 
Ono of the most 
precious articles of tho magna charta 
was that In which tho King declared 
that ho would not deny nor delay to any 
man justice or right. 
And, assuredly, 
what tho barons of England wrung 
from their monarch the people of the 
United States will not refuse to any 
suitor for justice in their tribunals.” 
After Mr. Justice Field's address thoro 
was more music and th£n Rev. Talbot 
W. Chambers pronounced tho bchedic- 
tlon and ended tho literary exercises. 
The banquot took place at night at 
Lenox Hall. 
Thoro were 850 guests. 
Tho decorations were admirably ar­ 
ranged.

Finn Miners on the 
Near Palmer, Mick. 
Ish p em in g , Mich., Feb. 5.— Fifty Fin­ 
landers employed as laborers at tho Vol­ 
unteer mine, receiving SI.65 a day, have 
struck for $2 a day. 
Sheriff Adams aud 
several deputies went to Palmer. 
Next 
day tho Finns turned out heavily armed, 
and prevented other miners and laborers 
from going to work. 
Sheriff Adams and 
five deputies, armed with Winchesters, 
were on the spot and commanded the 
Finns to disperse. 
Desiring to avoid 
bloodshed lf possible, tho sheriff re­ 
frained from bringing affairs to a crisis, 
and sent for additional help to Ishpem­ 
ing and Negaunee, hoping that a suffi­ 
cient display of forco would convince the 
strikers that they could have no hope of 
carrying their point by force and avert 
serious trouble. 
The sheriff and posse aro camped in 
the main street of Palmer. 
Reinforce­ 
ments have been sent for and are ex 
peeted to-day. The Finns, fully 150 
strong and heavily armed, are camped 
within fifty paces of the sheriff’s posse. 
The strikers have begun drinking and 
are growing very unruly, aud an out­ 
break may occur at any time. 
It is 
rumored that the Finns aro also expect 
ing reinforcements. 
If this be true it 
will be almost impossible to quell the 
disturbance without bloodshed.'

Mrs. Wilmerding suffered a great deal 
from bruises and at times was hysteri­ 
cal, as sho began to realize tho extent of 
her terrible losses.

slumber. 
Sho Is necessarily much ex­ 
hausted, and suffers moro from nervous 
Shock than from her arm, but tho doc­ 
tors say that with absolute rest sho will 
rally.

ELECTRICAL NOTES.

A late report shows eighty-five elec­ 
tric railways completed or in course of 
construction in tho United States. 
The opacity of steam issuing from a 
nozzle is greatly increased by bringing 
electrified points near it, and its color is 
changed to orange brown. 
An official return shows that in the 
year 1888 the time occupied in passing 
through the Suez canal by vessels not 
using the electric light was 37 hours 57 
minutes on the average, whereas the 
average time occupied by vessels using 
the electric light, and thus being able to 
navigate the canal by night, was 22 
hours 32 minutes. 
Electricity Is being adopted to a very 
large extent in Sweden and Norway. In 
Christiania tho question of an electric 
tramway is being discussed. 
A com­ 
mittee appointed to inspect tho various 
countries has reported 
that electric 
tramways are both the safest and tho 
cheapest, and the result is that extensive 
schemes for electrical tramway installa­ 
tions aro being developed. 
Tho big guns turned out by the En­ 
glish arsensals are now fitted up with a 
device to facilitate firing at night. 
The 
ordinaryjsights aro illuminated by a 
small incandescent lamp, the rays from 
which, passing through a lens, aro con­ 
verged, so that only a minute point or 
lino of sight, just sufficient to distin­ 
guish tho sight, is obtained. 
By means 
of an adjustable resistance the light can 
be modulated to suit tho degree of dark­ 
ness of the night or the eye of tho ob­ 
server.

Fourteen of 
Iowa’s 
county school 
superintendents are now women. All 
these are elected for a term which does 
not expire until 1892. 
Four of them are 
hojd-overs from former terms. 
An associated charities organization 
has been formed in Richmond, Ind., for 
the systematic relief of the poor of that 
city. The organization, which is com­ 
posed entirely of women, has elected 
Mrs. Dr. Harold president and Miss 
Anna M. Starr secretary. 
It seems that the women of Italy are 
following in the lead of the women of 
America and England. A society “for 
mutual assistance among 
women in 
Rome” has been started. It is named 
Adelaide Carroll, after tao patriotic 
woman who made such great sacrifices 
for tho independence of (her beloved 
Italy. 
There are now eighteen women physi­ 
cians in Detroit, all engaged in active 
practice. 
Eleven of them studied med­ 
icine at the University of Michigan, the 
rest coming from other States. Among 
tho group are Dr. H arriet A, Gerry, the 
first woman who practiced in the State, 
and Dr. Lucy M. Arnold, the first woman 
physician to hang out her shingle in 
Detroit. 
The Women’s University club is anew 
organization in New York city, to which 
none but graduates from the standard 
colleges are to be admitted. The ob­ 
jects are social, literary, and education­ 
al. A largo room in Barnard college 
will serve for the present as library and 
club room, though the club expects to 
possess quarters of its own in the near 
future. About twenty-five members are 
enrolled, Miss Helen Dawes Brown act­ 
ing as psesident. 
Through the columns of a British re­ 
view, Miss Clemtinin Black, the English 
writer, has been championing the cause of 
the oppressed working-women of Eng­ 
land. 
Miss Black 
thinks that the 
trouble can only bo relieved by the or­ 
ganization of trades unions and protec­ 
tive societies among women workers. 
She shows on what small sums factory 
girls are forced to exist and urges co­ 
operation as the remedy rather than 
charity, which helps some at the expense 
of all.
